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(54) COMMUNICATION RESTART SYSTEM . 
(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To prevent a noncommunication state 
from being continued and to perform efficient 
communication by sending an IPL request from a 
center side to a terminal device when the 
noncommunication state is caused by the shutdown 
of the OS of the terminal equipment and the 
terminal equipment is ready for IPL. 
CONSTITUTION: A noncommunication monitoring 
means 1 in a CPU 10 monitors the communication 
state between the CPU 10 and a terminal 
controller 14. When the noncommunication state 
time exceeds the noncommunication monitoring 
timer set time length, a terminal equipment 
operation confirming means is actuated so as to 
check whether or not the terminal equipment 15 
is shut down. The means 2 sends an operation 
confirmation signal to the device 14 which 
enters the noncommunication state and judges 

whether or not the continuation of processing is possible according to the 
obtained response. If the shutdown of the OS of the equipment 15 is detected, a 
terminal device IPL readiness state deciding means 3 is actuated. When it is 
judged that the device 15 is ready for IPL, a terminal equipment IPL start 
request means 4 sends an IPL request to the device 14 to pass the control to a 
process of restarting the communication. 
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
